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Age Discrimination in Employment 


The wholly unwarranted and absolutely unjust 
victimization which employers under the profit system 
impose on those able and willing to work and capable of 
producing large quantities of commodities and render 
large amounts of service but who have reached the ages 
of forty to forty-five years is poignantly brought out in 
the report of the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor to the 1937 convention of the federa- 
tion at Denver, Colorado. 

In discussing the provision in the social security act 
designed to provide at least an approach to social security 
for the aged, the council points out that according to the 
U. S. census of 1930 there were 6,500,000 persons sixty- 
five years of age or over out of a total population of 
123,091,000, with the significant comment that “the ratio 
of those over sixty-five years of age to the total popula- 
tion” is rapidly increasing, adding: 

“Unless this steadily increasing group of persons over 
sixty-five is economically independent, society will be 
confronted with a very serious problem.” 

The problem is presented by the question, What are 
the chances that these persons sixty-five years of age or 
over will be able to provide an old age income for them- 
selves? In considering this important problem, the execu- 
tive council said: 

In this connection we should note the increasing 
difficulties older workers have in securing employ- 
ment. Testimony as to the hiring policies unfavorable 
to employing workers over 40 or 45 years of age 
accumulates and ‘to it have been added studies in 
Massachusetts, Maryland, California, Pennsylvania 
and New York. The evidence points to developing 
practices which fix the hiring age limits within the 
ages of 20 to 40. With this contraction of the years 
during which good income can be earned, chances 
for savings decline. 

Inasmuch as the old age benefits under the provisions 
of the federal social security act are limited to those sixty- 
five years of age or over and state old age assistance 
subsidized by the federal government usually fixes the 
eligible age requirement at sixty-five, it is plain that there 
is little hope of a decent living for those millions of persons 
between forty and forty-five years and sixty-five years 
who are banned fromwemployment by, the constantly 
growing hiring age limits of employers. 

The basic reason underlying the power of employers 
to make this unjust discrimination in terms of employ- 
ment is the existence of a large army of unemployed 
working men and women now conservatively estimated 
to number 7,800,000. 

With this surplus of workers in the so-called “labor 
market,’ employers have the power to select employees 
and to impose age limitations if they desire to do so. 

Saturated with the profit psychology and with the 
irrational belief that persons over forty-five or even forty 
years of age are less productive than those under these 
ages, this type of employers cast aside the older workers, 
who are compelled to pick up a living as best they can at 
odd jobs and irregular employment. Because they are not 
éligible for either federal old age annuities or state old age 
assistance until they reach sixty-five years their condition 
is a tragedy both individually and socially. 

An industrial system that stimulates the creation of an 
unemployed army composed of men and women in the 
prime of their productive lives is not a credit to American 
civilization.

On HOLC Borrower 


Fees aiteoved on | Promise to Cut 
Interest and Extend Repay- 
ment Period 


A campaign to forestall what is 
described as a “racket” was 
launched this week by the Home 
Owner’s Loan corporation. 

Arguments against legislation re- 
ducing interest rates and extending 
the period of payment have been 
sent to all field officers, with in- 
structions to make the facts known 
to the public. 

General Manager Charles 
Jones, who signed the statement, 
warned that racketeers have “seen 
a chance to make money at the ex- 
pense of borrowers and are pro- 
moting an organization to bring 
pressure on congress.” 

Harvest for Racketeers 

Solicitors, Jones said, 
memberships in the movement for

Back of this sensational revela- 
tion is a highly interesting story. 
For one thing, it proves up to the 
hilt the contention of organized la- 
bor that the department of com- 


inspections and in enforcing safety 
requirements. For 20 years the vet- 
eran “Andy” Furuseth, leader of 
seamen, tramped the halls of 
congress and wore his heart out 
pleading that something be done to 
safeguard passengers and seamen. 

At its last session congress 
passed legislation embodying many 
of Furuseth’s suggestions, and 
made its provisions effective Oc- 
tober 1. Ship owners rushed to the 
department of commerce with pleas 
for exemptions and exceptions, 
and in many cases their wishes 
were granted. 

The Dollar line, for instance, 
was authorized to evade a require- 
ment that sprinkler systems be in- 
stalled by substituting an inferior 
system that would save the com- 
pany $200,000. 

When “Joe” Kennedy, chairman 
of the maritime commission, heard 
of this ruling he literally ‘raised 
the roof.” It is understood that he 
went to the white house and voiced 
vigorous objection to official sanc- 
tioning of floating coffins. 

What transpired after Ken- 
nedy’s visit is a matter of specula- 
tion. That some one in authority 
cracked down, however, is evi- 
denced by the fact that the depart- 
ment of commerce completely re- 
versed itself and tied up the un- 
safe ships in port.
